Ti eason and other Offences affecting the State,* 



Th» Statutes relating exclusively to the 
coin are iu the succeeding class : the titles of 
those whereby treasons were created in re- 
spect of the Roman Catholic religion have 
been referred to under Class I. I have tbouKht 
it de&irable to iuclude a reference to statutes 
xespecting treason repealed by the general 
operation of 1 Mary, st. I.e. 1. ; and also to 
some of the temporary statutes of Mary and 
Elizafa«th, on account of their importance io 
an historical point of view. It has not ap« 
peared requisite to attempt any digest, by 
way of notes, of the decisions that have taken 
place with respect to high treason ; as, where 
any occasion occurs for the practical applica- 
tion of this branch of the laws, there is aU 
ways abundant opportunity for nreparation, 
and the law upon the subject is fully collected 
in several books of established reputation. 
But, upon the doctrina of cousUuctive trea- 
son, I would strongly recommend the perusal 
of the very learned and judicious observations 
of Mr. Luders, in the first volume of bis Law 
Tracts; a work which, for extent of inforaia- 
tioo, accuracy of judgment, and intere«itii)g 
discussion, is entitled to a very high rank ia 
the estimation of all who may be disposed to 
direct their atteutlo!! to the study of juris- 

{trudence as a rational science. To the fol- 
owing obetmtioiii, mriiinr from the impa- 
pttv ^jiich nifty frequently t«ke place in 



consequence of the nice distinctions bctwecfk. 
treason and other offences of an inferior na* 
ture, I entirely subscribe. 

* The present method of trial in hi^h 
treason sometimes *ives an unfair advantage 
to tlie real and most dangerous criminal. 
Before the Act of King Wuumb» tht advan* 
tage was on the side of the pro«;eonfioii ; and 
so tyrannically executed, in ^<eiieral, as to 
have given occasion to the contrary extreme 
in the new law. This evil is most likely to 
occur iu the case of those popular commotions 
out of which the constructive treason of levy- 
ing war is drawn. If those who direct a pro- 
secutiou for treason iu such cases think proper 
to risk the benefit of public jnsliee by so 
doing, let them take the consequences ; hut 
i would have them allowed a choice, and the 
use of their discretion. Therefore, if the fear 
of change should operate to prevent any le- 
gislative alteration of the law of treason, 
there seems an easy course to begin with the 
following measure, which would make the 
least change possible, viz. Let no defendant 
indicted for felony or misdenieaitour be al- 
lowed to object that his case amounts to a 
higher crime. Some state prosecutions for 
treason have been justified by the argument* 
that they coiUd not be instituted for less. This 
alteration would allow a discretion to those 
vhemit ooacerusZ-^Tnictsi yoh 1. p. 134.

JtHDRASMUCH as it is most necessai^ , both tor conunon policy aiwl 
duty of Subject*, above all things to prohibit, provide, reatrain and 
extinct all manner of shunieHd Slander-., l^t rils, or iinniinont danger or 
dangers, which might grow, happen or rise to their Sovereign Lord the 
King, tlie Queen, or their Heirs, which when they be hcanl, seen or 
understood, cannot be but odible, and also abhorred of alt those sorts 
that be true and loving Subjects, if in any point they may do, or ?ha!l 
touch the King, his Queen, their Heirs or Successors, upon whi^ii 
dependedi the whole unity, and tinivenal weal of dib Realm, without 
providing wherefore too great a scope of unreasonable Libeirty should 
be given to all cankard and traitorous Hearts, Willers and Workers of 
the sanie ; and also the King's loving Subjects should not declare unto 
their Sovereign Lord now b«ng, wludi uaU> them hadi been, and is

J^OTHINQ being more godly, more sure, more to be wislied and der 
shred betwixt a Prince, the supreme head and ruler, and tfie subjects* 

whose governor and head he is, than on the Prince's part great clemency 
and indulgcncy, and rather too much forgiveness and remission of his 
Royal power and just punishment, tlian exact severity and justice to be 
ahewea; and on the subjects' behalf, that they should obey rather for

r^'ONCERNING the authoritv of stewards and marshals, and of such 
pleas as they mav hold, and in what manner, it isordmned, Thatfirom 
heneefordi they shall not hold plea of freehold, nclth cr of debt, nor of 
covenant, nor of any contract made between the King's people, but only 
of trespass done within the house, and of other trespasses d<me within 
^e veiige, and of contracts and covenants that olle of the King's house 
shall have made with another of the same house, and in thf siunc hmr 
and none other where. And they shall plead no plea of trespu&ii other 
than that which shall be attached by them before the XSng depart from 
the verge where the trespass shall be committed ; and shall plead them 
speedily from day to day, so that they may be plcadi'd and determined 
before that the King depart out of the limits of the same verge where 
the trcsi)ass was done. And if it so be that they cannot be determined 
within tne limits of the same verge, then shall the same pleas cease before 
the steward, and the plaintifis shall have recourse to tne common law. 
And from henceforth the steward shaU not take cognizance of debts nor 
of other things, but of people of the same house, nor shall hold none 
other plea by obligation made at the distress of the steward and of the 
murtihals. And if the steward or marshals do any tiling contrary to this 
ordinance, it shall be holden as void. And forasmuch as bwetofore 
many felonies committed within the verge have been unpunished, 
because the coroners of the country have not been authorised to in- 
quire of sudi manner of fc^hmies done within the verge, but Ae coroner 
of the King's house, which never continueth in one place, by reason 
whereof there can be no trial made in due manner, nor the felons put 
hfi exigent, nor outlawed, nor anv thing presented in the circuit, the 
which hath been to the great dme^e of the King, ami nothing to 
the good presentation of his peace ; it is ordained, That from hence- 
forth in cases of the death of men, whereof the coroner's office is to 
raalce view and tntjucst, it shall be commanded to die coroner of the 
county, that he with the coroner of the King's house, shall do as l>e- 
longeth to his office, and inroU it. And that thing that cannot be deter- 
miiUMl before the steward where the felons cannot be attached, or fcMr 
other fike canse, shall be remitted to the common law, so that'^xigents, 
outlawries, and presentments shall be made thercx'pon in eyre by the

preserve and save the life of man, and condignly to punish such per- 
sons that unlawfully and'wiifulhr murder, slay or destroy moo, and also 
that another office and duty of law is to punish robbers and thieves, 
whidi daily endeavour themselves to rob and sCeaL or gnre asostanee to 
the same, and yet by craft and cautele do escs^ mm tiie same without 
punishment : 

II. ' And where it often hngpeneth and comedi in ure in sundry counties 

of this realm, that a man is feloniously stricken in one county, and after 
dieth in another county, in which case it hath not been founden by the 
laws or customs of this realm, that any sufficient indictment thereof can 
be taken in any of the said two counties, for that by the custom of tins 
realm the jurors of the county where such part}' died of such stroke, can

Whether the fact was delibe-' 
rately and intentionally done, by lying in wait 
for that paipsse on the account suggested, or 
from any otner mjilirious and deliberate mo- 
tive ; or whetlu n it were a sudden impulse of 
rage, not in the previons eontemplation of 
the parties? Tl^e prisoner was convicted. 
In Carrol's case, ub. sup* the prisoners fol- 
lowed two hoys who were to rob, declaring 
they woiilfl stab or cut the nose off the fu st 
man who molested them. Mr. Kerby liaving 
detected one of die boys, Carrol, who was 
lurking abont, came up to them, and after 
walkinp^ backwards and forwards, gives the 
wound, saying, •* XMoNM yow, let the Boy go;** 
nnd all the judges were of opinion that tliere 
was a suHicient lying in wait. But where the 
prisoner was detected steaHng turnips, and 
immediately struck tlie prosecutor with an 
iron instrument, the ease was held not to be 
within the statute; R. r.
